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Ambassador’s Term Extended 


With summer over for another year and our Company’s 
fourth birthday looming on the horizon, the traditional search 
for our next Ambassador would normally commence this week 
with a special edition of EYES & EARS and end with the 
announcement of the new Ambassador on October 1 in the 
Castle forecourt. But. . . there have been some changes in our 
Ambassador program and we thought this would be a good 
time to update the upcoming selection as well as talk a while 
with Suzy O’Hara, our current Ambassador. 

But first, what are the program’s changes? They began last 
month when our Marketing Division announced they were 
changing the Ambassador selection and term from October to 
October to serve January to January. This means that Suzy’s 
term as Ambassador has been extended to January 1, 1976. And 
with that, we now have a new selection schedule. 





Over the past 12 months, Suzy has spent about 88% of her time on the road. 
And much of that time is spent in interview situations, from newspapers to 
magazines to radio to television. Here, Suzy is appearing on a morning news 
program in Atlanta. 


Starting the end of October, Suzy will be conducting special 
seminars which will include an in-depth look at our Ambas- 
sador program for interested cast members. Following on the 
heels of that, in mid-November, actual interviews for Ambas- 
sador candidates will begin after the applications are received. 
And then on November 28, 1975, our 1976 Walt Disney World 
Ambassador will be announced. The Ambassador elect will 
spend the month of December in an intensive training period 
and will begin her term on January 1, 1976. 

With application and selection period just around the corner, 
so to speak, we visited a while with Suzy to get her impressions 





of our Ambassador program .. . the training and day-to-day 
rigors that go into the making of an Ambassador. We also 
delved some into her background to give you a look at our 
Ambassador firsthand. 

Suzy, a 21-year old Orlandoan who originally hails from 
Memphis, Tennessee, has lived and been schooled here for the 
past 12 years. She attended Edgewater High School and later 
Florida Technological University where she was a Communica- 
tions major. Suzy claims such hobbies as dancing, sewing, 
cooking and a love for football, any kind, from the former 
Blazers to the Florida Gators and every team in between. As she 
puts it, “If there’s a game on television and a set around... 
that’s where you'll find me.” 

In 1971, Suzy joined our Disney cast under a Casual/Tempor- 
ary status as a Pixie in the Christmas Parade and Mary Poppins. 
She soon found her formal dance training paying off when she 
became a permanent member of the Diamond Horseshoe show 
as Tilly. 

Suzy, who had never pursued “beauty pageants” actively, 
entered the Miss Orlando Contest for a scholarship being of- 
fered the winner. She was crowned Miss Orlando in June of 
1974. However, she relinquished her title some two months 
> when she was chosen the Walt Disney World Ambas- 
sador. 

In the past 12 months as Ambassador, Suzy has spent most of 
her time “on the road.” She was appointed an official “Visit 
U.S.A. Ambassador” by the United States Travel Service and 
spent two months on a globe-circling trip which took her to 14 
foreign countries. She carried with her invitations to our coun- 
try’s 200th anniversary and the Disney Bicentennial ex- 
travaganza, America On Parade. Upon her return, she im- 
mediately set off on a three-month domestic tour to 34 states 
inviting their governors and citizens to participate in our Dis- 
ney Bicentennial celebrations. Since that tour, she has spent a 
majority of her time on short trips all across the nation and 
Canada promoting Walt Disney World and many of our special
